THE CONVENTION. 


THIRD REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON ASSEM- 
BLIES. 

HAVING succeeded, since the date of their 
second report, in making more favorable hotel 
arrangements than were then hoped for, the 
Committee on Assemblies beg leave to state to 
the trade that the headquarters of the Associa- 
tion at Philadelphia have been changed from 
the Globe Hotel to the Belmont Hotel. At 
this house arrangements have been made for 
special rates which, it is hoped, will be found 
so generally acceptable to members of the 
trade that all who go will secure rooms at this 
one house. 

The Belmont Hotel is at the corner of Forty- 
first street and Oregon avenue, about five min- 
utes’ ride by street-car from the Main Building 
and Judges’ Hall. While convenient to the 
Exhibition, it is secluded in a shady grove of 
trees, where there will be less noise and heat 
than in the immediate vicinity of the Exhibition. 
Arrangements have been made here for the 
entertainment of the trade on a combination of 
the American and European plans, which, it is 
thought, will be most favorable to their other 
arrangements. Rooms and breakfast will be 
furnished at the uniform rate of $2 per day, thus 
enabling visitors to take lunch and dinner or 
dinner and supper on the grounds. If, as is 
proposed, the Convention confines itself to 
mourning sessions, the visitors will have the 
rest of the day for sightseeing, and will not be 
obliged to leave the grounds and thus pay a 
second admission-fee. The price named is low, 
and good accommodation is promised ; special 
terms for full board. The Market-street cars, 
from Philadelphia to the grounds, pass directly 
in front of the hotel, and the same cars, returning 
from the grounds to Philadelphia, pass through 
the street behind the hotel, so that the facilities 
for reaching either the city or the grounds are 
excellent. The Committee therefore again 
urges members of the trade to make the Belmont 
Hotel their stopping-place, on the ground alike 
of convenience, pleasure, and economy.

THE COMING CONVENTION. 


THERE is one especially good point about the 
meeting of the Convention in Philadelphia—it 
gathers in a city which has made a pretty fair 
test of the reform, and which will tell the trade

ties. Some little trouble has arisen from this 
source, a trouble which might perhaps have 
been avoided by more vigorous canvass of the 
trade for membership. 

But this difficulty has been a minor one. 


ing houses of the trade themselves, who direct- 
ly agreed to the rule, first by their signature 
more than a year ago, and secondly by their 
membership in the Association. It was they 
who should have had faith in the rule and in 
each other ; and we are sorry to say that in too 
many cases there has been suspicion in place 
of faith, To some extent, undoubtedly, these 
suspicions have been justified, because several 
houses, when they felt authorized by peculiar 
circumstances of competition to suspend 
the rule in a given case, failed to request per- 


that despite some difficulties it has got a great | mission from or even to notify the Arbitration 


deal of good out of it. Philadelphia, in fact, 
is very fair proof that reform is possible and 
useful, But it must not be understood that 
the success or even the importance of the com- 
ing Convention hinges altogether on the retail- 
price rule. The discussion as to its usefulness 
is of course important, and we have no doubt 
that the experiences of many will justify 
thoroughly the action of the last Convention. 
There will be others who have been so afraid of 
losing a single order as to distrust chronically 
the value of the rule, and to forget that it is better 
to have such a limit and get a fair profit on 
most sales, than to be without such a limit and 
get still but their share of the sales and no 
profits to speak of at all. But the retail-price 
rule is not ail of the book trade, nor all of the 


reform ; and evenif the reform itself, which has | 


happily originated the Book Trade Association, 
should be so entirely successful as to do away 
with the need for rules, or should, for that 
matter, fall to the ground as a failure, there 
would still be great value to both publisher 
and bookseller in the general meetings of the 
Book Trade Association and in all the Associa- 
tion relations. 

But it is interesting first to discuss what has 
been done and what has not been done by the 
retail-price rule. It has been generally, but 
not universally, kept. Either because the As- 
sociation has not been enterprising in seeking 
them or because they themselves have been 
backward in giving in their adherence, a large 
proportion of the country booksellers have not 
become members of the Book Trade Associa- 
tion, and therefore bound by the retail-price 
rule. We believe that even this class have 
quite generally stood by the rule, yet they have 
allowed themselves to be put in the position of 
obtaining the benefits from the Association 





Committee. The clause providing for this 
course was added to the retail-price rule for 


| the express purpose of meeting such difficulties 
} 


as have arisen during the past year; and it is 
unfortunate that it has been so generally count- 
ed for naught. There has been a tendency, 


whenever any one house heard any sort of 


{ 
| rumor—that a library, for instance, had been 


offered better terms by another—to take the 
rumor for granted and sacrifice most if not all 
of its reasonable profit, for the sake of getting 
even with its rival. The libraries are great 
public benefits, but that is not a reason why 
they should get their books without paying the 
bookseller a reasonable commission for hand- 


| ling ; and in the anxiety to buy well on the one 


side, and to make sales on the other, this has 
been forgotten by both parties. In this way 
some violations of the retail-price rule have 
doubtless been brought about, but we repeat 
that they are comparatively insignificant along- 
side of the considerable good accomplished by 
the rule. If the larger houses would have 
reasonable faith in each other, as most other 





trades do, there would have been much less 
grumbling about the workings of the rule. It 
is towards such confidence in one another that 
the Association hopes to lead. 
A second difficulty continues prominent— 
that is, the case of the professional underseller. 
|The number of failures among this class has 
been large during the past year, a fact which is 
sufficient proof of the position taken by the 
Association and by the WEEKLY, that such men 
are not entitled to good business standing and 
to accommodations in credit. Nevertheless, 


such parties have been allowed to settle upand 
go on again, to the detriment of every honest 
bookseller who paid his hundred cents on the 
dolar. It has not been unfrequent that the 
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very house which sold the undersellers at their 
best rates would still grumble at the retail-price 
rule not being better observed. Aside from 
any question of restrictions by the Associa- 
tion, or retail-price rules, or any thing of the 
sort, we repeat what we have many times said, 
that ordinary commercial principles should 
have restrained this fostering of the underseli- 
ing class. 

But this further is to be said about the re- 
form: it has been working its way under the 
most disadvantageous circumstances that we 
have had for years. The past year has been 
commercially the worst we have known for a 
long time, and many merchants were put in 
the position that they could scarcely refuse any 
offer for their goods. The fact that the rule has 
not been more instead of less broken through, 
under such temptations, is something to its 
credit and to the credit of the trade. The most 
important thing isto continue the reform move- 
ment until it shall find its triumphant ending 
in better times and their assured results. The 
trade will then have reason to be glad that 
what friction there was to be in putting it into 
operation, was disposed of in years when there 
was little to be lost or gained. 

We have been speaking so far of the rela- 
tions of the retail-price rule, but, as we have 
said, there are other not less important features 
of the Association. The Arbitration Commit- 
tee should be useful in the trade even if there 
were no such rule for it to adjudicate upon. 
The trade has, however, so far, gone at this 
question in the wrong way. Local disputes, it 
should be everywhere understood, are to be 
settled in the local associations, of which there 


are now many, and the General Committee of 


Arbitration should be called upon only to de- 
cide wide principles which are generally in dis- 
pute, or important cases which should come. to 
them on appeal. The time of the Committee 
on Arbitration has been wasted this year bya 
rush of petty complaints and questions which 
were discouraging to the prosecution of more 
important work, some of which, we are sorry to 
sav, seems to have been neglected. 

- But anew question has been introduced to 
the reform movement, or rather an old one has 
been revived, by the action of James R. Os- 
good & Co. We should not be greatly sur- 
prised if the discussions of the bearing of re- 
ductions of prices should form the leading 
feature of the coming Convention. The ques- 
tion was one of the most prominent at the first 
general gathering of the trade, and it deserves 
its prominence. We have many times pointed 
out that the Convention can touch it only in an 
advisory way, and that even publishers them- 
selves can only take such a step, if it seem ad- 
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visable, with discrimination as to their various 
lines of books.

It will thus be seen that there is a great deal 


of interest to come before the next Convention. 
We are not yet out of the woods, and yet a 
great deal has been accomplished. 


It seems to 
be the present desire of the trade to avoid fur- 
ther restrictive legislation ; and this, after all, 
is a healthy symptom. It we can emphasize, as 
the reform movement has so far been empha- 
sizing, broad commercial principles and their 
general application, these narrow restrictions 
can easily be dispensed with. There will al- 
ways be unwise merchants, but if their un- 
wisdom is accounted against them, the honest 
merchant will have a better chance. 

We again say to the trade that nobody who 
can by any means come should stay away from 
the Convention at Philadelphia. If there were 
no attractions in the Exhibition itself to bring 
them together, the importance of finishing the 
foundations for the structure of a more prosper- 
ous trade in approaching years should be alone 
sufficient to bring together the largest gather 
ing of the trade that has yet been known. 





Ir will be noted from the third report else- 
where, that the Committee on Assemblies has 
succeeded in making satisfactory hotel arrange- 
ments on reduced terms. The house selected 
is said to combine the advantages of distance 
from and convenience to the grounds. We 
second the suggestion of the Committee that 
members of the trade should locate themselves, 
as far as possible, at this one house, especially 
since the proprietors have been willing to offer 
such special accommodations in view of a large 
gathering.

STATE TAXES ON DRUMMERS. 


Tue following recent decision of the U. S. 
Supreme Court is of general interest : 


Wilton vs. State of Missouri.—Error to the 
Supreme Court of Missouri.—This was a writ 
of error to a conviction under the Missouri sta- 
tute defining the status of pedlers, and pro- 
hibiting such from dealing in goods, wares, and 
merchandise, except books, charts, maps, and 
stationery, which are not the growth, produc- 
tion, or manufacture of the State, unless licensed 
to do so. The court below held the license to 
be a tax upon a calling, one which is limited to 
the sale of merchandise not the growth or pro- 
duct of the State, and therefore within State 
authority. The court admits the general power 
of the State to impose taxes by way of licenses 
upon all pursuits and occupations within its 
limits, but held the license in this case, although 
nominally, upon the occupation which consists 
in the sale of goods, to be in effect a tax upon 
the goods themselves, and that such a tax is not 
competent for the State to impose. It is a dis- 
crimination against the products of other States 
in the conditions of the sale by a certain class 
of dealers, and it is in conflict with that clause 
of the Federal Constitution which declares that 
Congress shall have power to regulate com 
merce with foreign nations and among the se- 
veral States. To prescribe rules by which com- 
merce shall be governed is to regulate com- 
merce, and this power is vested in Congress 
without limitation. It is difficult to decide 
where the commercial power of Congress ends 
and that of the State begins, and it would be 
premature to state any general rule to be uni- 
versally applied. But it is sufficient to hold in 
this case that .he commercial power of Con- 
gress continues until the commodity has ceased 
to be the subject of discriminating legislation 
by reason of its foreign character. Reversed. 
Mr. Justice Field delivered the opinion.
